The rationale for the proposed county 
split is flawed with statistical and con 
ceptual errors, the county’s auditor 
controller says and he has figures to sup­ 
port his claims 
The statements come from William 
Parsons, who in his last days as under­ 
study to the now retired auditor 
controller Paul Floyd was the project 
manager 
for a county-sponsored 
feasibility study on the split proposal 
Parsons said he restrained himself in 
the early days of the county split con­ 
troversy but could not maintain the 
silence in the face of what he called 
"demonstrated errors 
in the statistics 
used by split proponents 
Parsons has a rounded view of the 
whole question He said there are basic 
and philosophical reasons 
for splitting 
the county and you only have to look to 
geography Santa Maria is 75 miles from 
the county seat in Santa Barbara, and 
Lompoc and other north county areas 
are 50 and 60 miles away Those facts 
a(one would lead some people to look to a 
county split as a solution to their 
problems. Parsons said 
Parsons also makes the following 
acknowledgement “ The board of super 
visors of either of the two counties after 
the split would have the discretion to set 
service levels such that thev can live 


within finances that would be provided 
with the existing tax rate of of $2 97 
But in either area to maintain the ex­ 
isting tax rate they would have to reduce 
service levels 
“ The sacrifices 
in services would 
have to be more extensive in the north 
county than in the south because the 
north county would have 75 per cent of 
the county’s present service area with 
only 36 per cent of the tax base while the 
south county would have only 25 per cent 
of th«* service area with 64 per cent of the 
tax base.” 
Parsons amplified on the facts as he 
sees 
them 
“ The north county has 
seven of the county’s fire stations and 
over one half of the county's fire sup­ 
pression j>ersonnel to pay salaries to 
“ This fire suppression effort would 
have to be funded on the 36 per cent tax 
base that is in the north county.’’ 
And another example from Parsons: 
' The proposed north county has 62 per 
cent of the road miles presently main­ 
tained by the county road department 
Road revenues available to the north 
county would come from gas tax funds, 
mot or v. hide fines Local transporta­ 
tion funds (SB 325) are generated 
primarily as a function of population 
llx- north county population is 40 per 
cent oi the county’s total of 283.000 so 
there is the discrepancy between 62 per 
i ent <d the road miles to maintain and 


only 40 per cent of the population or 
revenue producing factor to maintain 
th«*m with ’ 
And still another exampl«- from Par­ 
sons “ More than one half of the parks 
are in the proposed north county 
Maintenance «if the parks would have to 
be financed primarily from the north 
county’s property tax base of 36 per cent 
of the present county's total property tax 
base “ 
The figures which Parsons castigated 
came from a feasbility report on the 
proposed split done by members of a 
Santa Maria Chamber of Commerce 
committee 
Based on the premise of maintaining 
existing service levels in the north 
county and the south county, the auditor 
controller last year determined that a 
county split would require an 82-cent tax 
rate increase in the north county and a 
21-cent increase in the south county ’’ 
Parsons said “ 1 have reviewed the 
funding of the county split sponsors and 
it is my opinion that virtually all cost 
reductions anticipated by the committee 
are the result of service level reductions 
or conceptual errors '' 
In a second and final installment 
tomorrow in the Record, Parsons 
itemizes the “ statistical or conceptual 
errors,' which he says raise a cloud over 
the feasibility report of the split propo­ 
nents 


Preliminary county budget 
shows 1 5 cent tax slash

If the Board of Supervisors 
wants to avert another tax­ 
payer uprising this spring, it 
may have to slash the county 
tax rate for a second successive 
year 
Indications that this strategy 
will be pursued again this June 
have come to the 
fore today 
with official submission to the 
supervisors of a proposed 1977 
’78 county budget which, if ap­ 
proved would cut the currrent 
$2 97 per $100 assessed valua­ 
tion to $2 82 
Johnson s proposed budget to 
be taken up at public hearings 
in June follows in line with 
strong hints by at least several 
county supervisors that they 
want an austere budget with no 
frills and reflecting agitation of 
tax-paying property owners 
who feel their tax bills have 
reached calamitous levels with 
no help in sight from the State 
Legislature 
The proposed 1977- 78 budget 
lists $86 2-million general ex­ 
penditures and about $1 5- 
million in capital projects for 
the vear beginning July 1 
Some County 
government 
observers saw Johnson's 
proposed budget not only as one 
that is calculated to allay tax­ 
payer unrest to some extent, 
but also as one that in some 
respects seemed to be a reply to 
North County split proponents 
who claim they can set up a 
separate Los Padres County 
government north of the Santa 
Ynez Mountains and set a rate 
well below the $2 97 rate 
Others felt there was need on 
the part of county government 


solons at this time to set forth a 
proposed budget that shows an 
effort to cut the county tax rate 
just at the tune the county as­ 
sessor's office will be sending 
out its first notices of substan­ 
tial assessed valuation boosts 
for many county areas 
Goleta Valley is due to feel 
the impact of huge assessment 
increases this year, and the bad 
news from the assessor's office 
is also due to hit a large portion 
of Santa Ynez Valley which es­ 
caped major assessment raises 
last year, and Carpinteria 
Valiev 
North County assess­ 
ment raises in some areas other 
than Santa Ynez Valley will 
also be made apparent soon 
It s easy to see by the figures 
being given out that the county 
if it does cut the current $2 97 
rate 
will be giving taxpayers 
in some areas (where assess­ 
ments will remain as they are* 
a tax break, while more than 
making up this generosity in 
tagging others to the tune of an 
estimated $18-miUion increase 
in assessed value of taxable 
properties 
Much of the $18 
m illio n 
boost 
has 
been 
described as about to hit Goleta 
Valley property owners 
As happened last year, county 
taxpayers can wind up getting 
both good and bad news at the 
same time again this year, if 
the sufervisors wind up reduc­ 
ing the county tax levy 
Because of the huge boosts in 
assessed valuation, due to infla­ 
tion 
water moratoriums and 
what not county taxpayers as a 
whole will get bills late this fall 
which amount to about $31- 
million alone to prop up county 
Parking lot camping 
considered bv Co.

The County Park Commission 
has received a petition appeal 
ing for the setting up of a camp­ 
ing reservation system at Lake 
Cachuma Recreational Area 
which would benefit 
local 
persons and make it more dif­ 
ficult for out-of-county persons 
to utilize camping areas 
However, individual commis­ 
sioners and Park Department 
staff appeared cool to the idea 
expressed by Duane Miller of 
Santa Barbara 
Miller had proposed that 
persons wishing to reserve 
camping space 
at Lake 
Cachuma be required to appear 
in person at the county park He 
said he and many park patrons 
from the county were finding it 
difficult to get space at the park

Time to bust 


It wasn't too many months 
ago that it was believed a solu­ 
tion was finally found for the 
behavior of Lompoc High 
School students who choose, 
during the lunch period, not to 
stay on campus but to violate 
private property rights across 
the street. 
School officials and officials 
of the Lompoc Police Depart­ 
ment held high-level meetings 
and announced that things 
would be different. Shortly 
thereafter, some arrests were 
made and the arrests were 
heralded as the beginning of a 
crackdown. 
That's as far as it went. The 
violations of private property 
continue — even worse. 
Last Thursday afternoon we 
found s p ra y can g ra ffiti 
painted 
on 
an a p a rtm e n t 
directly across from the high 
school We found several con­ 
gregations of as many as 12 to 


15 youngsters sprawled across 
private property along with 
their litter. In some respects, 
it re se m b le d New Y ork's 
Bowery. 
It is very apparent that ap­ 
peals to the common sense of 
the student does not work, at 
least for a small minority. 
Somehow, this small minority 
must be identified and perhaps 
we could dust off some good 
old-fashioned ways of dealing 
with the matter of private 
property 
violations by in­ 
s t i t u t i n g the “ r o u s t " of 
vagrants. 
Defacing private property is 
against the law and students 
who know who com m itted 
such acts, are as guilty as the 
person who did the act. 
There is a student defiance 
of police patrol cars in the 
area that is reprehensible. 
We frankly think it is time to 
do some busting.

everyone can apologize to him But if he 
has been to Cuba for the purpose of 
cultivating Democratic Action he should 
tell us so And he should be a little more 
specific than merely to tell us that 
diplomatic recognition and human trade 
are going to lead to human rights for 
Cubans We recognized the Soviet Union 
in 1933 
I can understand the case for recogniz­ 
ing Castro's government 
Our general 
rule is to recognize de facto govern­ 
ments It does no particular violence to 
morality to recognize Castro when you 
have already recognized the Soviet 
Union 


Our continuing refusal to recognize 
Castro can be made to look like a very 
prolonged fit of pique over the failure of 
the Bay of Pigs, and the hostilities of Oc­ 
tober, 1962 But in the m emory of na­ 
tions these are very old events Far less 
than 15 years after Pearl Harbor, we 
were getting along happily with Japan 


There is the factor of Cuba’s prox­ 
imity. and this is important It's easier 
to recognize a bloody regime engaged in 
imperialist adventurism in rem ote parts 
of the world But there is such a thing as 
a natural sphere of influence, and ours 
certainly comprehends the island of 
Cuba Cuba having in recent years pulled 


back from its wars of liberation in Latir 
America, spilled out across the wid< 
Atlantic into Africa, anxious to bring th< 
fruits of Castroism to that tortured land] 
What are the fruits of Castroism
